Manilla, OH. 18— General Otis haa 
received messages purporting to ooma 
from the inaurgent genera^ Pk» Dal 
Filar, offering to oell out bla army and 

to deliver Agulnaldo Into the bands 
of the Americans. Although he Is not 
satisfied that the offer to authentic it 
la not tntriaaloally ImptoaMa. Tkapol- 
toy of General Otis Is firmly aat atfilMt 
buying any surrenders. 

Plo Del Hlar offers, for the sum of 
160.000, to refrain from attacking Ma- 
nilla with hia army; tor tba aum of 
9250,000 he offers to surrender his army 
after a sham battle, both aides firing 
Into the air, and for the sum of $500,- 
000 he says he will procure the over- 
throw of tbe Insurrection and tbe eap- 
ture of Aguinaido, Patemo, and the 
other leaders. In the course of commu- 
nication he refers to Agulnaldo in con- 
tamptuoua tarpoa. Indicating that 
atralnad ralatkma avtota batwaea tliao. 

Reports are being received from tho 
dls>tricts occupied by the enemy, that 
the Filipinos believe that Plo D.l Pilar 
has an audacioua plan to break 
through the American iinea Into Ma- 
nilla and seise General Otis and the 
archbishop. Possibly these rumors 
were started with an idea of helping 
him to maka a deal with the Amari- 



It to needless to say that the Amer- 
loans would welcome an attack of that 
aort There haa been much specula- 
tion of late regarding tbe whereabouta 
ot Plo Del Pilar. Tbe recent attack 
at La Iy)ma Is credited to his mien. It 
la believed that be is now in the vi- 
cinity of San Mateo valley wMb a foroa 
Of froia 1.800 to 8,000 men. 

Plot Discovered. 

The former Spanish soldiers Wbo 
were captured by the Filipinos and for 
a time acted as offloers and mambera 
of a FlUpioo artillery regiment looatad 
in the Tlololty ot Santa Roaa, in tba 
Lagunda de Bay district, dataroriaad to 
surrender the artillery to tha Amerl- 
cans. 

Tha plot was discovered by tba Fil- 
ipinos wbo killed seven ot tba con- 
spirators, tha other tbraa aacaping to 

Manilla. 

It appaara that when the surrender 
was agreed upon tbe Spaniards dele- 
gated one of their number to proceed 
to Manilla and to prcpose to General 
Otis to surrender, after a pre-arranged 
mock battle about U piaeaa. pd' 
eluding Krupp and Nordenfeldt rapid 
Are guns well supplied with ammunl- 
tiun from thr \>o\\fv factory. In 

exchange for certain sums to be paid 
the Spaniards who were to be pardon- 
ed for carrying aroto againat the Am«r- 
ioana and to be transported to Spain. 

The delegate left Santa Rosa, and 
accompanied by three Filipinos, enter- 
ed the American lines at Caiamba. Tha 
Fllipittoa did not procisad far. daold- 
Ittg to await his i-etam at a given 
tima. Aa tba iatogata was 4etained 
In MantlU Ipngpr than they had ei^- 
pected they grew au^icioua and ra- 
tumad to flanta Roaa. The plot waa 
tbsa revaaAed abd tha ramaintng Span- 
iards were attacked. 

Tbe gunboat Napldan coas^ng ne^r 
Santa Rosa perceived two men on the 
beach burrladly embarking In a eaaoa 
and pinahlng out toward them.

Aooldeiita In a Storm. 
Rome, Oct. 18.— Serious storms ac- 
companied by floods prevail in tba 
Iptttharn dtotrlcta ot Italy, working 
wideapread damaga. At oao CMorgio 
a bridge and 20 houses have beea 
swept away and It is believed there 
has been cona1derat>le loaa of life tbara- 
4t Monte Mcaoula a church waa atruck 
by lightning during noaaa, three per- 
sons being killed and 40 othtta mora 
or leaa seriously injured.

^pitomiaed the story itf wliit KM •af>> 
^ered by supporters of the anion knd of 
abolition who lived in tbe Sooth prior to 
and thronghoat tbe war of the rebellion. 
For Mr. Phister claims the distinction of 
having been hong in effigy by his fellow- 
bwnsmen of ilaysvUfe, Kf., beeaose he 
voted for .\braham Lincoln, and of hav- 
ing been the only person in MayaviUe 
Who cast a vote for Freasont for Presi* 
dent— in that case standing alone in his 
pommunity for the cause of abolition. 
' Mr. Phister for some months has been 
thegueetof his son, Walter Phiater, 4739 
Kenwood avenue, but soon will leave for 
hia home in Kentucky, where be was 
bom and has spent all his life, except 
when away on brief visits. Some of the 
facts and iticidents in his own life that 
are typical of the times referred to Mr. 
Phister tallf as foUowi : 

"I was tbe first man who voted the Re- 
publican ticket in Maysville. I voted 
for General Harrison in 1840, and was 
the only man who voted for General 
Fremont for President in 1850. I voted 
for Abraham Lincoln in 1860, for which 
four others and myself, were hong in 
eiBgy that night, one being S. L. Blaine, 
nndeof James G. Blaine; John T.,Dye, 
tho wealthy lawyer of Indianapolis, and 
myself are the only ones now living of 
the five. 

"Two of mj schoolmates later held 
rank among oar oonntry's greatest Gen- 
erals. One was General William Nelson, 
whose amusement when a boy was rid- 
ing old sows, getting thrown oflT and his 
arm broken. This happened three times 
to my knowledge. Luckily for him, his 
father waa a doctor. 

"General Grant attended the seminary 
of Maysville at the same time I did ; it 
waa near my home. This waa just before 
he west to West Point When be came 
back from Weat Point the steamer on 
which he arrived landed at our place on 
the Ohio river for Grant to visit his 
former teadien. Band and Richeson, 
and his old schoolmates. The seminary 
waa an institute for both males and fe- 
males. 

"Grant, being then a modest, bashful 
young man, he would not go into tbe 
school— afraid of tbe girls, I sappoee. 
He stood oatside the seminary, and we 
all shook hands with him as the first 
cadet we ever saw. This was about 
sixty years sga General Grant is dead, 
but I am still living and blest with good 
health and good eyesight I never had 
to wear specs— never had a fit of sick- 
ness. 

"In tbe time before the war it was a 
dangerous thing for any man in the sec- 
tion where I lived to be known as an 
abolitionist. That was why it happened 
that I was hung in effigy in 1860 for vot- 
ing for Lincoln. At night, after five had 
voted that day for Lincoln, a. lew dtiiens 
got tbe devil in them and stretched a 
rope across the street, from the churcii 
to tbe court house— some aaid to hang us 
on, bat they only hong as in effigy after 
midni^lit, and then set us on tire, rang 
the court house bell, shouted 'fire,' and 
then skedaddled. 

"Those were perilous times for us 
union men and our families, but we lived 
through it, and, thank God, it is all over 
now, and tha people of the North and 
South are united in one family attain. 

"I believe I sufTered more and was 
threatened more than any one else in 
oar section, althongb my brother. Judge 
E. 0. Phister, was a Democrat and sym- 
pathiser with the Confederates. Be and 
I bad great talks ibont the matter, and 
after the war was over he acknowledged 
I was right aud he waa wrong. All my 
brothers are now dead. My children 
were all strong for the anion and my 
wife and the girls would keep making 
flags and hang them out, one or more, 
all the time— though the rebels would 
tear them down, especially at night We 
managed to keep the home, though once 
we had to leave it A large body of 
rebel soldiers, with about a hundred 
hortes, came to ransack the town and 
get tbe money of the banks ; but it had 
been sent to CHncinnati for safety. 

"Thoy were determined to get me and 
threatened to tar and feather mu because 
of my anion principles; but they did 
not get me. Tho Methodist minister 
and I }iid up high, where we could see 
the rebels hunting and prowling around 
for me all night They stole all my grain 
from my corn crib, which held 1,400 
bushels, to feed their borSN. 

' Once I had to flee from home and 
take my horses and wagon and my family 
and cross the river into Ohio, as our 
lives were in danger, but we were spared, 
for the Lord was on our side." 

Mr. Phister is still stront; and in good 
health, a fact be attributes to life-long 
abstinence from the lose of either liquor 
or tobacco. It is his boast, too, that he 
never uttered an oath. His business life 
was that of a prosperous lomber mer>

Tbe statute prescribes tbe method of 
voting with considerable particularity. 
Along the top of the ballot are arranged, 
in a certain order, the devices of. the 
various political parties, each device Iwlttg 
within a square. Under each of these 
devices are arranged the^ names of the 
candidates of the appropriate political 
party. Opposite the name of each can 
didate is a small square. A voter desir- 
ing to vote a straight ticket may do so by 
stamping a cross mark, X, with a black 
ink stencil, in the square containing tbe 
device of the political party. His vote is 
thereapon counted for all tbe candidates 
arranged beneath that device. 

If, however, he desires to vote for all of 
suub candidates except one or more, 
whose names are arranged uadar another 
political device, he can stamp within the 
square of his own party device, and then 
in the amall sqaares opposite the namoa 
of the candidates for whom be desires tk 
vote. In this way hia vote will be coun^ 
ed for the particular persons thus des- 
ignated by him, and for all of the persons 
under the party device in which be has 
made his cross mark, except candidates 
for tbe offices for which he baa made a 
specific choice. 

Tbe voter is prohibited from making 
any diatinguisbing mark upon his ballot 
This ia for the purpose of preventing 
bribery; in other words, of preventing a 
voter so marking his ballot that when 
they come to be counted It can ba oaeii 
whether he has voted in aceoadaaoe with 
a previous agreement Butbetwaan hon- 
est mistakes and dishoneat endaavon to 
make distinguishing marks, it ia not al« 
ways easy to determine. 

In the case of Huston vs. Steele, 98 
Ky., 608, the Court of Appeal! consider- 
ed many ballots marked in tarioilu irreg- 
ular ways. It held, among other things, 
that a ballot marked with a black "lead 
pencil" instead of a black "ink stencil" 
would be counted. So, also, that a ballot 
having tbe cross mark not within the 
party device, but just oatslde, and to the 
rijfht of the square in which the device 
was contained, should ha counted ; that 
a ballot having the cross-mark under the 
device of one party and a similar cross- 
mark at the top of the small square op- 
posite the name of tbe canditate of anoth- 
er party, should be counted for such can- 
didate ; being, of course, counted for ail 
persons under the device except the can- 
didate for tbe same office as the one in- 
dicated ; ibataballot marked with aeolid, 
irrcnular black figure, evidently showing 
that loo much ink had been used, or 
that tbe stencil liad been turned around, 
should be counted ; that a ballot marked 
with twodown strokes ( - I - | - ) should 
be oonntad; that a ballot mariwd with 
three crosses (x x x) sliould he counted; 
that a ballot marked with a red lead 
pencil should be oennted. As to tbis 
last, however, tbe court ssid tbe ruling 
might be changed by evidence showing in- 
tention to identify the ballots by marks. 

A curious error, not uncommonly com- 
mitted by tbe voter, when he desires to 
vote the full ticket of a party, is to put 
his cross mark not in the a^uare contain- 
ing the davtca, bat 'la the square oppo* 
site the name of the first candidate un< 
der such devlea. Such a ballot tbe court 
holds (and it is obvhMis), can be ooanted 
alone for the person opposite whose 
name it is stamped. This error is re- 
sponsible for the fact that almost always 
the first-named candidate in a ticket re- 
ceives more votes than any other. 

By section 1461 of the statutes the 
Clerk is required to furnish each voting 
precinct 50 per cent more ballots than 
tbe votes cast at the precinct at the pre- 
ceding election; but in precincts where 
registration is required, the nnmbejr fur- 
nished is to be eiiual to the number of 
registered voters, witii a reasonable num- 
ber added to npply ballots that may be 
spoiled. 

In Hooker vs. I'eudleton, 100 Ky., 726, 
there was an election attempted to be 
held on the question of the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors. Tbe ballota gave out at 9 
o'clock in the morning. It appeared that 
sixty legally qualified voters out of a total 
populatlMl of 175 were prevented from 
voting solely for tbis reason. Tbe court 
holds that the attempted election was in- 
valid.
